national emergency. The President has 
no intention of pormitt i, .ig any do- 
lay to iniorvene, when tho cn<>i08Eed 
bill with tho signatures ot tho 
Speaker a-id Vico -President reaches him. It 
ia expootad io reuch tho Whito Houeo soon 
af tor noon to-morrow, end will bo immedi- 
ately approved. In tho meantime tho nocn- 
aaiy ateps for enforcing i's pro v !r iioc3 will 
go forward with all possible rapidity. Tho 
Secretary of tho Navy hrs never had any 
official communication on tho subject, not- 
withstanding all reports to tho ''Dntrary, 
and ho haa not yot issued any special in- 
structions to tho naval olficorb commanding 
tho ships of tho patrol forco, but on tho do- 
o'sion soma timo ago reached by the Cabinot 
to cany out tho findings of tho Paris tribu- 
nal, Secrotary Horbert has already ordered 
ovory avuilablo ship to rendezvous at Port 
Townsend or Uualaska by May 1.

COREAN REFUGEES. 



i'taiiipis 3Iade Upon Their Lives by Assail- 
ants Who C'-t>u Tr.c<."net,h 
the Govereiuout. 

Washin-ton, April 5.— A telegram has 
been received announcing that Kim Oh Kun, 
a Corcon political refugee of somo note, has 
been assassinated by a follow counttymeu 
at Shanghai. About tho eamo time an 
attampt wss mado upon tho lifo of Pak 
Yorg, another Corean political refugee in 
Tokio. the insailants boing three Corea'-a, 
One of them wa3 arreated while tho others 
escaped to the Oorcaa legation Tho one 
that was taken alleged that ho fid his com- 
panions had been uonim ; Piioncd by the 
Corcon authorities tn kill Pak. The 
Jupano^ Govorntncnt demanded tho 
surrender of the men who had 
tnkon refuge in tho legation, but the 
Corcon minister refuacd to givo them up. 
Subsequent demends wero refused in tho 
pamo lnuiner. When finully on tho 3rd, tho 
Minta'i-r for Foreign Affairs informed tho 
Core-i'a ministor that unless the fugitives 
were vo'untarily surrendered ho would be 
compelled to instruct tho police to enter tho 
legation promises and to execute tho war- 
tanta of arrcat there, tho miiiator sent tho 
men away from the legation and they wero 
arrested by tho Japanese police. Kim Oh 
Kun, who was as3assinatod at Shanghai, 
a checkered aud romcntio career. In tho 
early eighties he wos looked upon as the 
leader of tho progressive party in Corea, 
end as en influential favorite of tho King, 
but in 1884 he attempted to wrest tho 
power from tho Conservative party, failed 
aud was obliged to rice to Japan. 



A WHOLE FAMILY KILLED. 

A (Jet-mar, Ills Wife and Children the Victims 
of an Accidental Explosion. 

PiTTSCUito, April 15.— A apecial to tho 
Timta from Oil City, Pa., saya : Joseph 
Kollns, a German, hi8 wifo and thrco cki!- 
drcn, living in tho northern part of this 
olty, wero killed lest night by an explosion 
in their homo. Tho wholo rear end of tho 
bout;') wrs blown away, and Kollas was 
found dhmombered lying beneath the dobria. 
Tho head of one of tho children was 
almost aoverod from tho body. Another 
was found near a shod, twenty yards away, 
la a horribly mutilated condition. The 
child. >J a noighbor, Joseph Feasor was 
playing in tho yard when tho explosion oc- 
curred. Sho lived for a few minutes, but 
wes frightfully mangled. Mrs. Kollas and 
ono ohild, who were in tho kitchen at tho 
timo, wero aovorely ahockod, tho mother 
dying after being removed to tho hospital. 
Tho baby'a cyea wero blown out, and it 
onnnot recover. Tho cauao of tho accidont 
ha mystery. Somoaay it was a pariiy 
ompiy can of nitro-glycerino while others 
Bay it wcb a dynaniito cartridge which 
Kollas was oxamining, tho latter being the 
generally accepted thoory.

Interesting Discussion iu the House of 
Commons— "No Compensation 
for Sealers Asked." 

"It Subsidizes One of the Greatest 
of Monopolies "—Read a 
Second Time. 

London, April 15 —Sir George Baden- 
Powell, Conservative M.P. for the Kirkdalo 
division of Liverpool, and formerly commis- 
sioner to tho Behring Sea, questioned tho 
government in the House of Commons this 
ovening as to the bill providing for the exe- 
cution of tho Paris award. Ho wishod to 
know whether or not tho bill had been fully 
approvod by the Canadian government. 

Rt. Hon. Sydney Charles Buxton, Parlia- 
mentary Seoretary for the Colonial Office, 
replied that tho Dominion government had 
agreed in genoral to the conditions of the 
bill, although much opposed to one or two 
of its details. The Behring Sea bill which 
hid been introduced into tho U. S. Con- 
gress differed in form from tho bill beforo 
tho Houso. In substance the two measures 
wero vory similar. Tho points of diffor- 
OLce would be explained later. 

Sir G. Baden-Powell : ''Were tho points 
on which Canuda disagreed with ths home 
government considered beforo tho bill re- 
ceived ita final shape'." 

Mr. Luxtoa : '* The papers on this sub- 
j;ct will arrive to morrow, therefore tho 
government will not answer tho question 
now ?" 

Mr. Gibson Bowles, Tory, for King's 
Lynn : " Was the agreement of Canada 
unoondit tonal or tho sarro aa when a modus 
vivendi waa agreed to on tho condition that 
Canadian aealera should receive compensa- 
tion ? " 

Mr. Buxton : " The hon. member must 
wait for a decided answer until the Govern- 
ment receive the papers. Tho Government 
understands that Canada has not attached 
any conditions and that compensation has 
not been aBked." 

Sir Chas. Russell, Attorney -General, then 
moved tho second reading. He rovlowed 
tho events leading up to tho Paris arbitra- 
tion, and complimented Lord Salisbury 
upon his efforts to mako a friendly arrange- 
ment with the United Statis. "It would 
have been moat unhappy even then," said 
Sir Charles, "if the two countries which 
have eo muoh in common had resorted to 
tho rude mothod of fores to decide their 
quarrel." (Hear, hear.) Sir CharleB referred 
to the services of tho late Lord Hannen, 
who represented Great Britain's intsreats in 
tbo arbitration tribu-al, speaking of the 
imprcs-ive dignity and conspicuous fidelity 
with wbic'i he b»d discharged his duties. 

" While sitting ai a representative of 
Great Britain," said the At'zirney-General, 
" ho never forgot that he wai thero.also in 
.l-wpacity. Ths awtrdof the Conrb 
wjs veiy satisfactory from the Brit ; ->h point 
of view. It settled questions of jurisdiction 
in accordinca with tho view which our 
Government had firat put forward end pro- 
vided prooor regulations for the fisheries as 
well us ruarr:s for the British subjects who 
suffered injury. The bill is drawn prac- 
tically on tho lines of the modus vivendi, 
but the area lo which itn provisions apply is 
somewhat wider. It app'ies only to British 
subjects, as the American bill applies only 
to iimericans." 

Rf. Hon. Arthur J. B-ilfour, leader of tho 
Uuiortet?, said that the Government had 
ouraue.i a wics coursa in not loaing a moment 
tu fulfilling British obligations. In doing 
thii work of intamational justice the mints- 
try would havo the supnort of himself and 
his colleagaca. (Hear, near ) 

Sir Gcor.'ro Baden-Powell prolc3ted that 
tho bill had many flaws and was the reverse 
of a protection of the fur sea's. " It was a 
gravo omission," ho said, " that it did not 
provide for a close season ashore. The 
alaughter of seals ashore led to the extinction 
of tho animals in certain regions." 

Mr. Gibton-Bowlea found fault with the 
PariB Court of Arbitration. " Its deci- 
sion, " he said, " had given Great Britain tho 
shadow without tho substance In Bohring 
Sea. Ono effect of tho award would be that 
tho British people would bo taxed in order 
to subsidize one of tho greatest monopolies 
that the world had ever EC3n. 

Sir Richard Webster, Conservative for 
tho Isle of Wight, and one of the British 
counsellors at the Paris tribunal, rebuked 
Mr. BowIcb. Neither the time nor the 
place, ho Buid, was fitting for a challenge of 
tho tribunal's decisions. Tho legislatures of 
tho two countries were bound in honor to 
g'.vo effect to tha award All in all, tho 
regulations would suppress the evils which 
both couufrien objeo^d to most strenuously. 
Tho award had proved a rei";onable solution 
of a difficult quostion. He himself regarded 
the result of the arbitration as a long step 
toward the settlement of intsruatfonal dis- 
putes by peaceful means. Tho award was a 
monument to what could bo done by fair 
argument towards settling dungerous inter- 
national differences. 

Aftsr Sir Richard Webster's speeoh, tho 
bill passed its second reading. 

After tho second reading of tho Behring 
Sea bill, the debato on tho Scotch Commit- 
tee bill was resumed and kept up till the ad- 
journment, 

DESTROYED BY FIRE. 

The Horn Silver Concentrator Works Fall n 
Prey to the Flames. 

Salt Lake, April 5 —The Horn silver 
concentrator works and orohouses, looated 
in Frisco, Utah, wero destroyed by fire this 
morning. Tho burning timbers fell into 
tho mine and tho fire was communioated to 
tho timber and shafting, bo that ovory level 
was soon a roaring furnuco. Tho mino ia 
feared to bo badly damaged on account of 
numerous caves which must havo resulted. 
Tho Iobs to tho aurfaco worka will not bo 
losa than §200.000 in buildings and machin- 
ery, whilo tho Iota on tho mino is aa yot un- 
known. It will bo difficult to givo ony fig- 
urea for somo timo. Tho mine waa ono of 
the most prosporoua in Utah and was ono 
" tho few which haa remained running in 
spite of tho low prico of Bilvor.

Fort Sheffaiu), Apiil 3.— Tlio Btcomor 
Columbia moved up from Northport on 
Tuesday on her way lo Trail, to bring down 
the 1,000 tons of oro from tho Lo Roi mine, 
now lying on tho wharf there. It ia not 
anticipated that there will be sufficient 
trade in this locality to employ a vessel of 
her capacity, but if the obstructions on the 
Columbia river in the Big Bond district 
above Revolstoke bo romoved a now trade 
route may tlioro bo established. Site took 
up steam engino and boiler and hoisting 
machinery for tho Le Roi mine, iu chargo of 
Colonol Peyton. 

G. Dozais has brought down in his bcow 
some forty tons of gold quartz ore from the 
O. K., which ia now loaded on cars for ship 
ment to Tacoma ; this ia some of the exceed 
ingly rich ore referred to in the correspond- 
ence of March 13, and tho returns from the 
smelter will bo eagerly looked for. 

Tho Nickel Plato mine haa been supplied 
this week with engine and boiler for hoist- 
iDg and ventilating ; this, too, is one of tho 
best gold projects in tho Trail district, the 
lowest assay yielding §105 per ton ; a trial 
carload of oro returned §83 per ton from 
the Butte Bmelter. 

Mr. VV M. Nowton has received several 
enquiries from leading mining exchanges in 
New Yoik and Philadelphia, in referenco to 
promising gold properties hero, for which 
tho demand is bocoming keen. 

Considerable difficulty is experienced in 
keeping open tho Nelson & Fort Shoppard 
railroad, the track for Bomo eight or ton 
miles from here northwards is cut on soft 
side hills of sand and dirt, and slides are 
constant and extensive, necessitating at pres- 
ent a transfer at Boaver and a walk for the 
passengers of a mile and a half. A gang of 
sixty men was brought up from iSpokano 
and with tho aid of tho Bteam shovel aro 
clearing up as fast as possible. Ouo of tho 
large bridges has shifted as much as three 
feet and many weeks must elapse before 
schedule time can be maintained on a level 
and well ballasted road bod. 

The truck of the engino jumped the track 
on tho sharp curve approaching tho south 
end of the Pend d'Oroillo bridge and was 
heading straight for the embarkment and 
tho river, when tho near wheel was stopped 
by the wing guard rail and went bumping 
along the track till tho train Was brought to 
a standstill on tho bridge; it was found that 
some twolvo inches of tho flange of tho 
wheel was broken away, but as tho piece 
was not found, it is thought that some dis- 
tance must have been run by tho dlsablod 
wheel. 

J. G. Goodhue, manager of the Kooteuay 
Hydraulio Mining Co., has roturned from 
Rochester, N.Y., to commence the season's 
operations on his placerB, ho brings with 
him a car load of matched and dressed luni- 
ber'for sluico boxes, etc. 

American miniDg men in this country 
complain bitterly of what they describe as 
the petty and unfair interpretation placed 
by the Dominion cuBtom authorities upon 
tlu clause of the act providing for the free 
admission into Canada of " mining machin- 
ery which is, at the time of its importation, 
of a class or kind not manufactured in 
Canada." They claim that in Bpito of this 
provision, no such mining machinery can 
come in duty free ; they instance tho special 
patent steel piping required for hydraulic 
working, carefully rivetted and fixed to 
withstand great pressure, which is refused 
admission on the ground that piping "some- 
what similar " is made in Canada, or that 
some portions of it, such aa tho rivetB, aro 
so made. These gentlemen appear inclined 
to assume that this ia intended as a special 
discrimination against them and their 
nuinufacturerp, forgetting that they aro not 
the only users of such machinery in British 
Columbia, nor the sole mamfaclurera in tho 
world. The numerous Canadian companies 
operating hydraulic works hero and the 
hsavy imports of mining machinery from 
the Mother Country aro subjected to pre- 
cisely the Bamo treatment, without favor or 
affection. But it would seem that there 
is some ground for the complaint 
and it is believed that all the customs offi- 
cers in British Columbia aro iu favor of a 
more liberal interpretation ; at present 
dutios are levied upon all machinery coming 
in, and the question of a refund hus to be 
thrashed out with tho 0;iawa office, caus- 
ing delay and irritation. 

Me?sra. Parker, of Tiicnma, and Currie,of 
Spokane, are hero with a placer expert ex- 
amining tho claims whicli have been taken 
up along tho Columbh river, south of the 
boundary, which include eomo 800 acres of 
land; curoful pinning ha i heon done, giv- 
ing paying results, and so fur these gentle- 
men express satisfaction . Mr. Parker is 
connected with Bomo of M>e largest financial 
concerns in Tacoma and Everett, andhasjust 
returned from a three months' visit to tho 
EiSt. Ho states that if thoy decido to take 
hold of theso claims thoy aro prepared to 
spend $100,000 this season. Thoir supply 
of water would bo derived from Cedar creek, 
which at present flows through our territory 
into tho Pen d'Orcille river, but which 
would then bo wholly diverted to use on 
tho American sido. 

Mr. W. S. Jones, J. P., tho Customs Of- 
ficer, has just returned from a trip homo to 
Halifax, N. S , and ia now stationed at VVa- 
neta. 

Mr. F. Adie, the proprietor of tho hotel 
here, ia doing a largo businesB, having his 
houso full and serving about 150 meals per 
day in the dining room. 

"BIS DAT QUI CITO DAT. " 

(From tho Minor, Match 31.) 

Ho gives doublo who givos at once, is 
generally truo, but is specially truo with ro- 
gard to railway conatruotion in a young 
mining camp. 

Mr. Davio does not appear to claim credit 
so much for his skill as a financier aa for hie 
promptitude, and as a man of action in this 
inattor. But even from a financial point of 
viow, tho Nakusp k Slocan railway ochemo 
will bear the investigation which its author 
invites. The general supposition is, that tho 
Naku8p and Slocan road waB an ordinary 
enterprise, which would have been pro- 
ceeded with in any event this year, and 
that tho assiatanco given Iheroto by tho 
government, wbb given merely in obedi- 
ence to a Btatuto of the House which 
tho government dared not disre- 
gard. Tho govornmont was authorized 
by statuto to guarantee the interest on tho 
bondHof tho road to the extent of 4 percent, 
on §25, 000 per rnilo of railway. This, ov- 
cryono know, but no ono in tho houso or out 
of it seemed concornod about the charactor 
or extent of tho authority so granted, or its 
effto; upon tho revenue. The statute, how- 



ever, passed the Iioueb without opposition, 
jail aa did thoau concerning Spenoo's bridge 
anrl tho Nicoli railway, and tho Chilliwack 
railway, the Victoria & Sidnoy, the Shtu- 
wup & Okanagan and othtrs. All bills au- 
thorizing tho same course as that adopted on 
the Nakusp & Slocan railway, i. o. the guar- 
antee of interest at tho rate of 4 per cent, 
per annum for twenty- five years upon the 
bonds of the company to tho extent of $25,- 
000 per mile, 

Had Mr. Davie boon content to do oxaot- 
ly as the Robson government did with ro- 
gard to the S. & O. railway, guaranteeing 
bonds to the aamo extent, S'25,000 per mile, 
no question would probably have beon rais- 
ed. But in his anxiety to do hia work in 
tho most economical way, Mr. Davie tolls 
tbo houBO that he discovered a leak, that in 
faot ho fouud that their old methods wero 
shamefully wasteful of the pdblio money. 
Interest-guaranteed bonds, ho maintains, 
are bid, because to induce a oupitaliBt to in- 
vest in thorn, you must sell at auch a dis- 
count that tho margin which ho socurea to- 
gothcrwith what will then bo a high rato 
of isterost, will onable him to accumulate a 
sinking fund which will redeem the loan at 
tho end of tho timo. 

In his speech in tho houso Mr. Davie 
showed clearly that auch bonda aa wero 
authorized for, the Nakusp & Slooan road 
could not have been floated in these hard 
times for more than 75 per cent, of their par 
value. That this meant (a shavo of over 
$•2.10,000) a aerious sum to aaorifioo on so 
small a deal. Mr. Davie not approving of 
such a sacrifice sot to work to ascertain tho 
cash cost of the road, and having found that 
to bo §17,500 per mile, ho used hia beat en- 
deavora to got tho Canadian Pacifio railway 
company to build at that figuro. Mr. Van 
Home, however, declined — ahowing that ho 
could see no profit in tho undertaking at 
that figuro. Mr. Davio then arranged 
with tho Nakuap & Slocan company 
to build at hia figure, tho com- 
pany putting up with the government $118,- 
400 in security, tho amount expeoted aa a 
subsidy from tho Dominion government on 
tho completion of the work. The C.P.R. 
company ugreod to loaao and operate tho 
road for twenty-five years, paying tho gov- 
ernment a rental equivalent to 40 per cent, 
of tho gross earnings of the road. 

It is clear that when tho statute author- 
ized the guarantee " to tho amount of tho 
cost to the said N <fc S. Ry. Co. of the said 
railway enterprise,'' that this would inoludo 
tho discount (§230,000) upon tho bondB, 
besides engineering, brokerago and all 
other expenses of the enterprise. 
Tho amount of which, added to tho actual 
cash coat of tho construction, would have 
amounted to fully §925,000, the limit of tho 
guarantee. After deducting from this sum 
the §118,400 put up by tho company tho in- 
terest upon the remainder §S0G, GOO amounts 
to §32,204 per annum. Whereas, taking 
tho actual cost of §047,000 loss §118,400 wo 
have intereat moneys calculated at the aame 
rate of 4 per cent., amounting to only 
§21,144, a saving of more than sufficient to 
form a sinking fuud to pay off tho entire 
principal at maturity. 

We have heard many ask " W hy, if tho 
government is practically finding all the 
money do they not own tho ruad them- 
selves?" But the government do not find 
all tho money. The company has put up 
§US,400, an amount of capital not to be 
found every day in this country. Tho fact 
is, the arrangement made is not the best 
possible arrangement. Now its author does 
not say that it is — but it ia the best which 
he could make with the means and timo at 
his disposal, and it ia a better ono than any 
of thoso made by his predecessors. 

The opposition has done so much to damn 
itself this sesaion that it is almost like hit- 
ting a man when ho ia down to say anything 
against them, but surely Mr. Beaven would 
havo done well to hold hia tongue about tho 
N. & S. railway whilst men still remember 
ed that the Victoria & Sidney railway was 
guaranteed to the extent of §300,000 for 
fifteen miles at 5 per cent., 2-5 being guar- 
anteed by the government and 3 5 by tho 
city of Victoria of which Mr. Baaven was 
mayor.

[CONSISTENT IN MEANNESS. 

The Opposition were consistent when they 
did not on Tuesday permit the Premier to 
close the debate on the Nakuap & Slocan 
railway bill. The debate hud been a pecul- 
iar ono. The Opposition had not confined 
themselves within tho legitimate limits of 
debate. Thoy had gone out of thoir way 
to cast aspersions on tho character and 
motives of members of tho Government. 
The Premier, who had conducted the ne- 
gotiations connected with tho transaction, 
and had represented the Government 
throughout tho whole business, naturally 
felt that, considering tho course adopted 
by the Opposition, ho had n moral right 
to reply to tho slanderors. It might be 
thought that if there were any manliness 
in his opponents, and if they possessed 
any sense of justice or any regard 
f jr fair play, they would cheerfully concede 
to him the privilege of taking his own part, 
But as tho rubs of the House worn on their 
aide, they were- determined to make *tho 
most of the unfair advantago they had 
take j. 

It was like tho Times to represent the 
Premier's desire to speak at tho close of tho 
debate as " a snub '* to his oolloagues. Its 
sympathies are with the pettifogging tactics 
of tho Opposition slandererc, and it 
did its little best to mako their unfairness 
and their trickiness still moro unfair and 
moro tricky. But the Premier's colleagues 
understand both the situation andthenaturo 
of thoir opponents too well to regard the 
feeble attempt of tho Times to excite jeal- 
ousy and distrust with any other feeling 
than ths.t of contempt. They know that 
" Premier Davie," owing to tho part ho had 
taken, was in tho best position to meet the 
insinuations of thoir opponents and to 
expose thoir misrepresentations, and they 
thoroughly sympathized with him in his 
dosiro to speak beforo tho debato closed. 

SHALL THE MAJORITY RULE? 

Tho lotter from " A Gallery God," which 
appoarcd in tho Colonist yesterday, must 
have opened tho eyes of tho advocates of 
Singlo Tax and workingmon to the motives 
that havo impelled Mr. Boaven to give 
notioe of an important amendment to the 
Municipalities Hill, now beforo tho Houso. 
Instead of the representative of the masses, 
ho is tho tool of the classes. Instoad of tho 
exponent of an enlightened, go-ahoad policy, 
he is tho willing mouthpieco of all that Is 
hide-bound and non-progressivo in our 
midBt. If his latest effort on behalf of tho 
landed intorest should paBs, the roador will 
be able to count on his fingers and 
toes tho ratepayers who may block every 
needed and useful improvement. What is 
Mr. Boavfn'd amendment! Simply this: 
No monoy by-law can bo so much as ontor- 
talned by tho Board of Aldermen unless it 
shall have first received tho approval, as ex- 
pressed in a potition, of at least one-half in 
value of tho ownors of proporty within tho 
municipality. Ton, or at the most twenty, 
persons in Viotoria, who hold one half of 
the ratable roal estate in value may pre- 
vent tho undertaking of evory improvement 
that may be desired by tho remaining 3,090 
ratopayera, whoso proporty, colleotivoly, 
scarcely amounts in Rvalue to that 
held by tho other ton or twenty rato- 



AN ANORY ORGAN. 

Our very amusing contemporary, tho Now 
Westminster Columbian, flies into a rago 
and uses what it considers strong language, 
because wo inferred from its leodit'g article 
of tho 23th ult. that it had adopted for itsolf 
utid recommended to its readers tho Union 
Hall programme. Wo aro astonished at the 
violent way in which our contemporary do- 
nies tho soundness of our inferences. When 
wo look over its article, wo aro surpripod 
that wo oxpreaaod ourselves with such 
moderation. The attitudo of tho Columbian 
with regard to that progrummo was ono of 
intense, wo had almost written, dovout, ad- 
miration. It led its readers to believe 
that the sixteen resolutions woro too 
good for the vory best of tho de- 
generate politicians of theso days. 
It declarod that tho platform is " in every 
respect. . . a most advanced one." It 
divided tho reforms it outlined and foro- 
shadowed into threo cIbbsis. 1st. Those 
that "cm only gradually bo worked up to"; 
2nd. Those to whioh there is a lr-gitimato 
ground of difference of opinion ; and 3rd. 
Tho "immediately practical plunks." It 
will bo observed that it did not condomn or 
oensuro a single plank of the platform or a 
single principle enunciated in its preamble 
We cannot imagine a moro comploto adop- 
tion of any set of principles, political, moral 
or religious, than that contained in tho 
Columbian's comments on the Union Hall 
resolutions. If it were consistent, and if it 
really believed what it said of 
that platform, it would aeknowledgo 
with pride that it had readily adopt- 
ed it for itsolf and its pirty, 
and ristead of boing engiy at us for arriving 
at tho only legitimate conclusions that could 
bo formed from its avowals, it would com- 
pliment us upon our discernment and reiter- 
ate it? declaration that the programme is to 
bo hereafter tho ground of its political ac- 
tion and the object of its political and bo- 
oial aspirations. 

We cannot imagino what hns como ovor 
the Columbian. Is it ashamed of the Union 
Hull platform, which it only the other day 
described as being as near perfection as 
possible? Has it already repented of an- 
nouncing its adhesion to it? What can bo 
tho seoret of iti violonco, and why does it 
scold us bo volubly for taking it at Its word? 

We observe, howovor, that there is a kind 
of system in the Columbian's anger. Crosa as 
it is, and vehemently as it berates us, it dc< s 
not repudiate tho Union Hall platform. It 
is very far from saying that it does not beliovo 
that evory principlosot forth in It is sound, cr 
that oveiy chungo it recommends ought not 
to be made. Neither does it say that the 
platform of sixteen planks is not tho politic- 
al platform of itself and its party. In faot, 
in tho face of its own emphatic and appar- 
ently earnoBt approval of tho resolutions, it 
could not now possibly go back on thorn. 

We notico that Mr. Sword is equally 
reticent and non-committal on this point. 
Ho says that ho waa not reported correctly, 
although in our opinion ho makes a distinc- 
tion where there is really no difference, but 
ho docs not deny that ho and hiB party have 
adopted tho Union Hall resolutions as their 
platform. 

Wo trust that tho Columbian will keep 
cool and take things easy. When it gets in 
such a framo of mind as to havo command 
over itself, it may tell us without too many 
superlatives whether or not it has changed 
its mind about tho Union Hall resolutions. 



SIR RUSH A RE'S DECLARATION. 

Tho Literals of tho Dominion have been 
asked timo and agdn definitely to state 
thoir trade policy, but they have carefully 
av.lded any clear and pieciso Btatomout. 
Thoro is an ambiguity about nearly every- 
thing that their leadorB havo Bald on the 
subjoot which leaves it altogether uncertain 
what poll-jy they would, if thoy woro 
olovatod to power, pursue. For instanco, 
Mr. Laurior has declared that tho commer- 
cial policy of his party is free trado after 
tho British pattern, but ho took good cure, 
In almost tho samo broath, to declare that, 
at present, British free trado wbb not pos- 
siblo in Canada. Thla left his hoarers 
quite uncertain as to the timo when 
British freo trado would bo possible 
in this country and equally uncortain what 
policy tho Liberal party, if tho opportunity 
of directing tho affuira of the Dominion woro 
afforded thorn, would pursue until that time 
should arrive. 

Sir Richard Cartwright, who lovos strong 
language and unqualified statements closed 
his speech on tho Budget tho othor day with 
tho following passogo ; 

Sir, they domand our policy. Well, air, 
thoy shall have our policy, and hero 1 ht« 
lievo I apeak for my hon. friends beside mo. 
Our polioy is death to protection and war to 
tho knifo to corruption. Sir, we striko and 
we will striko for liberty and froedom from 
this Byatom of proteotivo taxation, and I tell 



the hon. gentlemon that wo will not rest 
until the slavery that they have imposed 
upon us has become a thing of the past, and 
until Canadians are as free as Canadians 
ought to bo fr60 to make tho most they oan 
of tho opportunities God has given them. 
This sounds strong and appears definite, but 
what doea it mean ? Does it meun that if 
Sir Richard Cartwright wore mado Finance 
Minister nexb year he would set to work 
immediately to eliminate protection from 
tho trade policy of tho DominioL? Would 
he mako tho tariff of this country as near as 
may bo a countorport of the tariff of Groat 
Britain ? Would ho allow nearly all tho pro- 
duots raw and manufactured, of every coun- 
try under tho sun to enter our ports duty 
freo. Would he seloot somo thirteen artioles 
or so not produced in this country for tax- 
ation and get all his customs rovenuo from 
them, and would he imposo heavy exoiao 
duties and ther, to make h*a revenue large 
enough to meet tho purpoaes of Government, 
would ho impose an income tax ? This la 
what Sir Richard's declaration, if it is to be 
taken literally, means. If it is not to be 
taken literally, if his sentences havo only 
the appearance of stronght and dofinitencsB, 
if tho passage is merely rhetorical; made to 
tickle tho ears of tho groundlings, thon we 
aro as farfrom knowing what tho Liberal 
policy will be as ever wo woro. 

NOT IMPATIENT. 

Tho Nows-Advertiser virtually admits 
that tho Opposition has no policy just yot ; 
but, in it3 roiiml-ubout way, it assorts thut 
it will havo a policy by-and by. It alludes 
remotoly to tho Union Hall polioy, which 
tho calm and courteous Columbian has 
adopted for self and co-laborers. This la 
how it makes the allusion and tho prcdic 
tion : " But while tho Colonist may be 
compelled to content itself with forming its 
idea of the polioy of t he Opposition from its 
coureo in the Logialaturo and ouUido, it can 
rest satisfied with tho statement that at tho 
proper timo the Opposition will lay before 
tho pooplo such a declaration of its policy 
as will be admitted by friend and foo alike 
to bo clear, decisive and strong." Tho Ad 
vortisor finda it convenient to forgot that 
tho New Westminster organ of its party 
has recommended toitsmombers, inlanguago 
that could not well bo stronger, tho Union 
Hall programme Docs the Nows-Adver- 
tiser proposo to suporeedo that declaration 
of principles and policy ? 

THE HA WAHAN POLICY. 

One of tho great objections ts the policy 
of the Hawaiian revolutionists — indeed, 
almost tho only objection— was that they 
refused to permit tho nativo HawaiiatB to 
havo any part in tho government of the 
countiy It was believed that tho natives 
were to be treated as an inferior raco, who 
are not fit to bo trusted with the privilege 
of tho franchise. At tho beg : inicg of tho 
movement, many who took part in it and 
many who, in tho United States, approved 
of it and encouraged it, laughed at tho Idea 
of invcatiog tho nativo population with tho 
powers of citizenship. The idea of making 
tho whole population of a country serfs, of 
ruling them without their on a consent, waa 
moat repug.ient to many American 
citizens and to many British sub- 
jects. It was pronounced un-Ameri- 
can and un republican, as well as 
un-British. If that idea was ever enter- 
tained by tho iul'ng class ?n tho Hawaiian 
Islands it hrs been abandoned. It is now 
proposed to give tho countiy a freo consti- 
tution and to govern it according to the 
woll-understood wishes of tho pcop'e. This 
is what tho Hawaiian Gazette of March 
23rd, Bays on the subject : 

The final form of government to whioh 
tho Provisional Government lookB forwurd, 
with annexation or without it, is full repre- 
sentative governmenf, in which tho nativo 
race may bo sure of taking its just and 
proper share. There is no intention or de- 
sire on the part of tho administration, and 
wo believe on that of any considerable seo- 
tbn of tho Ant oxation parly, to disfranchise 
tho Hawaiian, Of this fact, no moro sub- 
stantial proof can ba offered than is con- 
tained in the provisions of tho Constitutional 
Convention bill, which throws the ballot 
open to tho natives, without even tho re- 
striction of a propet i.y or Income qualifica- 
tion. 

Annexation is tho policy favored by tho 
ruling party in the Islunds. What pro- 
portion that party bears to tho whole popu- 
lation we do not know. W T hother there is 
any cousidorablo number of nativo Hawuii- 
ans in favor of union in somo shupo with 
the United StateB does not yot uppear. It 
ia very evidont, that whatever their predilec- 
tions in favor of royulty may he, they aro 
not Btroug enough to impel them to saorifico 
anything in its cause. Tho Huwaiiuns evi- 
dently havo no genius for politics. Thoy 
appear to bo an oaBy-going, good-tempered, 
contented peoplo, who would live quietly, 
pouceably and cheerfully under any form of 
govornmont, provided they wero fairly well 
troated. Wo do not think thcro is going to 
bo a great deal of troublo in choosing a form 
of government for tho Hawulians.

MARRIAGE QUESTION.

RE thoro inoro.-wo- 
inen than men in 
America?" asked 
Horminie pensively. 
.1 thought of tho sur- 
plus fomnlo popula- 
tion of our New 'England states and 
hesitated Moro answering. It was evi- 
dently Herminie's intontion to migrato 
if my answer should :bo in tho negative. 

"There are 1,000, 000 moro in Aus- 
tria," sho went on, not waiting for mj 
reply. I asked tho causo of this oscest 
of womanhood and wae told it was war. 
"And there should he .a war for women 
alono, " sho continued. Herminiu was 17 
and as pretty :\ girl as could bo found 
in Austria. Therefore I marveled at 
many of her ideas and at ;her naive, out- 
spoken way of expressing them. As she 
was a European maid, her marriago 
was not to be ono of love, but do con- 
venance. 

At tho ago when the ordinary Amer- 
ican girl is engaged in hunting up po- 
litical subjects for the graduating essay, 
planning her angelic commencement 
rubo and between times writing tender 
notes to tho schoolboy lover, Herminio 
wag giving all hor thoughts to tho ono 
question of marriage. Wealth, social 
position, settlements, woro subjects so 
frequently discussed in her presenco that 
I soon oc-ascd to wonder when I heard tho 
most worldly expressions drop from her 
lips. Her ideas on tho settlement ques- 
tion were clear and decisivo. Tho 
European way was far better than the 
American, for if tho husband proved 
unworthy, if ho betrayed or deserted tho 
wife, sho had tho marriago portion for 
her own independent uso and support. 
Tho American way, whero tho wife at 
the death of tho husband receives one- 
third of his fortune, was good so far as 
it went, but it did not go far enough. 
It should endure through lifo. I told 
her of tho fair Miss G. of Ohio, who 
loved and was wedded to a Belgian 
count. Tho count insisted that a settle- 
ment of $10,000 bo made upon him. 
Two or tlireo years later the young wife 
died; but tjio parents wero compelled to 
continuo tlio pearjy jmyments oven aft- 
er tho count married agaiil. Tljo.j4eq of 
a wife's money going to tho comfort and 
pl£32H?? Q.f successor ;n her husband's 
affections Was iiot a pleasant thing to 
contemplate, but it d'd not weaken Her- 
minie's views. 

"I was almost engaged onco when I 
was 10, " sho told mo ono evening, "but 
the gentleman lived far off, and meiu 
papa did not wish mo to go so far away 
from him." 

"And did you love this gentlomau, 
Herminie?" 

. "A little," sho said as her cheeks 
flamed into a scarlet that matched her 
lips. Ho was young, handsome, intelli- 
gent, the sou of a Chicago millionaire 
and a snitablo match in every way, and 
Hj'p/^ncricaii girl — but wo all know 
what sho would '. ,avo £> 01 i o! However, 
Herminio was not an An^ncju^ and 
there was no thought of a quiot trip tp 
a minister's, a fow days' consternation, 
then a recall to the paternal mansion ; 
blessings, live happy ever gfter, etc. 
Tbej-y hq thought Vhal sho had a 
right to a word in regard to tho man 
who was to bo lier husband. Her fa- 
ther's and mother's wishes wero her 
law. If they chose fur her a man of 00, 
well and good— she would marry him. 
Her respect for and courtesy toward her 
parents wero things to bo admired and 
imitated. Dji] slio leave tho honso for 
an lioiir or two Bne mast sliako Iiands 
with both in a dignified fashion on leav- 
ing and returning. Sho must not re- 
main seated while ono or tho other was 
standing. Sho told mo, with a horrified 
face, how a great rudo American had en- 
tered her momma's presenco ono day, 
placed his foot upon a chair seat, his 
elbow on his knee, his head upon his 
hand and in this position entered into 
conversation, Knowing her dignified 
mamma, 1 could nppreciato tho situa- 
tion, and I did not know whothor to ad- 
miro tho man'scouragoor to bo ashamed 
that it was a countryman who could bo 
guilty of such a broach of decorum. 

"In America do they call girls 'old 
girls' if they aro not married at 25?" I 
roplied that tho term "old maid" had 
ceased to wound tho American girls, for 
many of them olectod of their own free 
will to remain single, preferring a lifo 
of freedom to ono of matrimonial cures. 
Tho idea that a woman would wish to 
remain unmarried was so very new and 
unique to Herminio that for 10 minutes 
sho refrained from asking any moro 
questions while sho contemplated this 
now phase of character. 

For ono who expressed as much curi- 
osity about tho American girl sho cer- 
tainly had no complimentary rognrd for 
hor. To uso Herminie's own words, 
sho, as a class, was ill mannered and in- 
dolent, always lying on a sofa, with a 
novel in her hand and a hot water bag 
on hor stomach. To lio down in tho 
daytime was almost tho unpardonable 
sin in tho eyes of this thrifty little Ger- 
man hausfrau, whoso hands wero al- 
ways busy with fiftjcy work, and as for 
a hot water bag, why, a doctor had not 
had his hand on her pulse for If! years!

As 
you have yourself told me, it is very 
common among tho lower classes in 
Europe to livo together without mar- 
riage. Your mamma's cook has a little 
boy and tho chambermaid a littlo girl 
who will grow up without a father's 
namo or protection. You say this is tho 
caso with most of tho servants hero. In 
tho upper strata of society when a wife 
does not please her husband or he tires 
of hor he takes another movganatically. 
Such a stato of morals would .not bo tol- 
erated in America. Thoroforo it be- 
hooves a girl to think woll boforo sho ou- 
ters into the state of matrimony. Bot- 
tor a dozen broken engagements than 
ono loveless marriage." 

"But you have your divorce courts 
for unhappy marriages, " said tins guile- 
less Austrian maid of 17. 

I had been dreading a reference to 
this subjeot and bad hoped that Her- 
minio knew nothing about it, in which 
caso I certainly would not enlighten 
her. But I reckoned without a true 
knowledge of her education, for thoro 
was little on the marriage question, 
cither European or American, that she 
did not know. "Yes, we have our di- 
vorce courts, and 60 has every other 
Protestant country, but ttoey aro places 
.from which a sensitive woman shrinks.*'' 

"So many of our young men marry 
victresses," sho said one <lay, her 
thoughts turning to the ever absorbing 
topic. "The actresses paint and pow- 
der their faces and wear such pretty 
clothes that the men cannot help but 
fail in lovo with them." And so the 
gilded youths of Vienna wore no moro 
proof against the seductivo wiles of tho 
actress than elsewhere. The fascination 
of tho footlights is worldwido, and 
wherever there is an actress thero is a 
young man — ono or moro, according to 
tho beauty of tho siren. Tho Austrian 
archduke who died recontly of pneumo- 
nia within a few hours of his morga- 
natic wife had first seen that wifo on 
tho stago of a Vienna theater. 

With her splendid health, her natural 
powers of absorbing information and 
hor beauty, what a noblo specimen of 
womanhood Herminio would have made 
with n liberal education I Under tho 
caro of a superficial governess until 10, 
sho bad learned nothing useful except 
tho French and English languages. Then 
sho was considered "finished," tho 
studies, such as they wero, wero drop- 
ped, nud sho was permitted to go out 
occasionally with her mamma, to tako 
care of her littlo sister, to wait upon 
her father and brothers and to do crewel 
embroideries. A book or a newspaper 
of any sort I never saw in her bauds. 
It was always embroiderery, even on 
Sundays. That sho longed for a larger 
and a freer lifo was evident from her 
curiosity and her qnostions about tho 
American girl, although sho had ex- 
pressed such unqualified disapproval of 
two or three of the few sho had known. 
"JDiij^ho go to parties? Did sho go out 
alone?' Did piio have many friends?" 
Hero Herminio pathetically admitted 
that sho had only" ono. ^Whjgt did sho 
do all tho time?" ' 

T*he Austrian maid liked tho Euro- 
pean way of men wearing uniforms best 
because "ono knew right away whether 
a man was a gentleman or not by tho 
clothes ho wore. In America ono could 
not toll a gentleman from a common la- 
borer. ' ' At about this point in tho con- 
versation the strains of a German lovo 
song woro wafted over from tho noxt 
room, and instantly Herminio pursed

A BY-LAW 

■For raising tho sum of §55,000 for Lighting 
purpoaee. 

WnBRBAS, .Tbo present lighting system of 
■tho City of Victoria is insufficient, it 1b oxpedt 
ont and necessary to construct .and oporato 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of tho 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with oloo' 
trie light, and for that purpOBO to ra'so, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of thosald city, tho sum 
of SSJiOOO ; 

And WnBRBAS, it will rcquiro tho sum of 
82,8:iu.33 to bo raised annually by rate for tho 
payment of tho now dobt and interest:; 

And WJ1EREA8, Tho wholo ratablo land and 
Improvements or real property of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City ct! Victoria according to 
tho last revised assessment roll for tht year 
1883, lsSlS,Cdl,112; 

And WHEREAS, It will cequlio an annual rato 
of 10-100 of ono mill In tho dollar for paying soon 
new debt and interest ; 

BUS IT THEREFORE ENACTED by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows: 

Sec. 1, It Bhall ba lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho ciodit of tho eaid Corporation by way 
of tho debentures horcinaf tor montionod, from 
any person or porsoua. body or bodies corpo' 
rate, who may bo willing to advance Lho Bamo 
as a loan, a sum of mocoy not exceeding in tho 
wholo tho sum of ?55,CtO curroncy (or sterling 
money, at tbo rato of 1.805 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cause all such sums so 
raised or received to bo paid Into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho siid Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with the oblcct herilnboforo ro- 
el tod. 

See. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayer 
to causo any numbor of debentures to bo mado, 
oxecutod and lssuod for such sums as may bo 
roqulrcd, not exceeding, howevor, tho sum of 
$55,000 olther in currency (orstorling money at 
tho rato of 1.8fiH dollars to tho ono pound Btor 
ling) as may bo required, each of tho said 
dobontures being of tho amount of §1,000 or its 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such debentures Bhall bo sealed with tho 
seal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof.

Soe. 1. Tho said dobenturos Bhall boar intor- 
est at tho rato of IJ per rrnt. por annum from 
tho dato thereof, which interest shall bo pay- 
able half-yearly at such pine?, either in Great 
Britain, tho United States cf America, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may bo expressed in 
tho debentures and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo tho said debentures and tho interest 
coupons, elthor or-both, to bo mado payable at 
Buoh place, either in Great Britain, tho United 
Slates, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo 
desired. 

Sec. 0. For tho purposo of raising annually a 
certain specific sum tor tho payment of tho In- 
terest on tho said dobontures during their cur- 
rency, there shall bo raised annually lho sum 
of 3-'. 175, and for tho purposo of raising 
annually a certain specific sum for tho pay- 
mont of tho dobt al maturity, thero shall bo 
raised annually tho Bum of §300.33. 

Soo. 7. For tho purposo of payment of tho 
said s-jms in tho noxt preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thoro shall bo raised and lovled in 
each year a:rato of Ki-ICO of ono mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratablo land or Improve- 
ments or roal property in tho Municipality of 
the said corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during tho continuanco of tho said debentures 
or any ot them. 

Sec. 8. That it 3hall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from time to time to pur- 
chase any of lho said debentures, and such 
dobontures shall bo so axproBSod aa to entitle 
tho Baid Council to redeem and purchaeo tho 
same on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
interest duo thorcon at tho dato of euoh pur- 
chase, 10 the holder or holders thoroof, at any- 
time after twenty-fivo years from tho dato of 
isauanco of the eald debenturea. 

Sec. 0. Thla by-law shall, boforo tho final 
pisango thoroof, receivo tho asaont of tho 
oloctora of tho said Corporation in tho manner 
provided for in tho Municipal Act, 181)2, and 
amendments thereto, and shall tako ofl'eot on 
tho 1st day of May, 1891.

BINDING OF STATUTES. 

The petition of R, T. Williams respecting 
tho [bookbinding work required by the 
government was rooeived. 

Hon. Mr Beaton moved: "That tho 
house do resolve itself into a committeo of 
tho whole, for the purpose of considering 
tho petition of Robert T. Williams with 
reference to the binding of tho statutes, 
j ournala and sessional paperB of tho assem- 
bly, and other work of a similar character 
required by tho province ; and that copies 
of all tenders and contracts for ouoh work, 
received or executed during the lost eight 
years, be placed beforo the houao and re- 
ferred to such committee." In his speech 
in support ho claimed that he had shown to 
sevarul bookbinders one of tho volumes of 
the statutes which had been bound by 
Munroo Miller at §1 each, and that the 
ostimato of the coat of binding given to him 
was only 40 cents. Ho supposed that tho 
pricos for other work have been in propor- 
tion. Ho hoped that in futuro all this work 
will be put up to public competition. 

Hon. Col. Baker said tho hon. gentle- 
man hud thought proper to spring thiamine 
at tho very end of tho session apparently 
with tho idea that there would bo no op- 
portunity for explanation. It must have 
been in his mind for a considerable time, for 
it seomed that ho had been nosing ubouc tho 
city with a small volume under his arm, 
asking various porsons what this little 
volumo could bo bound for, and that ho 
had found someone— not named — who said 
that 40 cents is the proper price. It would 
not bo surprising, if the hon. gentleman 
would go about a little more, to hear that 
he had found somoono say 30 cents, or even 
less. Aa a samplo of tho dishonesty of tho 
statements just laid beforo tho house, he 
showed the volumo which the prico appear- 
ing in 'he public accounts had been pud 
for, and which was three times the size of 
that exhibited by Mr. iieuven. Ho read the 
following lettor from tho Queen's Printer on 
this subject : 

Government Printing Office, 

Victoria, 3rd April, 1891. 
The Hon. the Provincial Secretary. 

Sin — With reforenco to tho potltion of Mr. 
R. T. Williams, respecting tho binding of tho 
statutes, etc., I be)? to report as follows : 

From and after tho dato of conicdoration, 
and up to and including tho yoar 1885, Mr. 
Williams did all govoriiment binding, when, 
for some reason unknown to mo, ho refused to 
do any fin ther government work. Tho bind- 
ing was then given to Mr. Munroo Millor, tho 
only other bookbindor thon in Victoria. 

Some yoar or two later tondors woro called 
for tho work, when tho tendor of Mr. Millor 
was accepted as being tho lowost, and tho 
work has been dono by him up to tho present 
dato, at a coijt of at least 50 por cout. lees than 
tho prices formerly paid to Mr. Williams. 

With n ferenco to Air. Williams' roraark that 
tho work is not dono in accordance wi'htho 
statuto, I havo to report that owing to tho sta- 
tutes ond journals of Into years being more 
bulky than formerly it was doomed dcsirablo 
by tho late Hon. Mr. Hob3on that this class of 
work should bo moro substantially bound than 
beforo. 

I may Btato that tho work dono by Mr. Miller 
is quito equal to that formerly dono by Air. 
Williams.

Mr. Semlin spoko in support of tho mo- 
tion for a committee. 

Hon. Mr. Turner 8aid he had a state- 
ment on his desk just as much entitled to be 
accepted as autborative as is that of Mr. 
Williams, and which was directly contrary 
in effect. This stated, for instance, that in 
placo of Mr. Williams paying, as he claimed, 
the highest wages, and working hisomployes 
tho shortest honrs, ho had for years paid 
muoh lower wages than those of other estab- 
lishments and had worked his employes 
longer hours. It would bo seen on referring 
back that when tenders were called in ISSo 
or 188G, Mr. Williams' tender for each set 
of the three volumes of statutes, sessional 
papers and journals was 53.05, while the 
tender of Mr. Miller was §1 30. A few 
years later, when the volumes were about 
four times the bulk, tho price waa raised by 
the late Mr. RobBon to $2 50 for the three 
volumes, which he thought was a very fair 
allowance and certainly was not an extrava- 
gant one. When tenders were later cillid 
for for work reuuiredfor the Kamloops cflico, 
Mr. Miller's was $400 and Mr. Williams' 
5447, and the samples shown by the former 
were preferred. It would bo seen that when- 
ever tenders were asked for Mr. Miller was 
lower than tho petitioner. Ho showed that 
the petition presented to the houso is full of 
inaccuracies, and ho was surprised chut any 
member Bhould uBk to havo it accepted with- 
out question. 

Mr. Brown said tho point is that the 
houso some timo ago ordered that the work 
should be done by tender and this order has 
not been obeyed. 

Hon. Mr. Davik said the hon. gentle- 
men opposite arc very much astray if they 
think that tenders for this class of work are 
not called for, though of courso every time a 
fow books are to bo bound tenders aro not 
obtained. It uppeared that after Mr. 
Williams had dono tho work for years ho 
suddenly refused to bind auy moro books 
for the government— for what reason he 
(Mr. Davie) could not say, but ho was told 
it was btciuse some work had been given to 
another establishment. Tho government 
then looked about for some one else to do 
tho work, and found that Mr. Miller was 
willing to Uko it up, While this discus- 
sion had been going on ho had taken tho 
trouble to add up tho pages and ho found 
that whilo Mr. Williams had tendered at 
§3 05 for binding 044 pages, Mr. Millor is 
now paid .*2 50 for binding 2,175 pages, the 
quality of the work boing practically tho 
same. The houso may rely upon it that tho 
government exerciso proper supervision over 
this work and tho prices paid for it. He 
would not contend for ono moment, how- 
ever, that it would bo inadvisable or usolesa 
to call for tenders^and indeed ho thought 
that tho proper course to take, and 
he had no doubt that to set thia question at 
reBt tenders would bo called for the year. 
There could bo no question of political ad- 
vantage as had been suggested by tho leader 
of tho opposition, for as a matter of fact 
both the gentlemen immediately concerned 
in this matter of binding are supporters of 
tho government, and it was only a fow 
weeks ago that Mr. Williams— a friend of 
his since boyhood and a man of his word — 
mot him on tho stroot, and warmly congratu- 
lated him on tho prospects of tho govern- 
ment party, saying that if there is ono man 
in Victoria whoso Bupport can bo depended 
upon that man is himself. It would bo no- 
ticed that it was just beforo the elections of 
1880 that tho opposition last brought up 
thia Bubject, but it was thon referred to a 
committeo with tho rosult that no founda- 
tion for a ohargo againat tho government 
could bo found, but on tho present occaaion 
they had taken tho precaution of bringing 
tho matter up bo lato that it oould not poa- 
Bibly bo investigated in committeo. 

After further discusBion Mr. Huntor said 
he had no doubt that Hon. Mr. Heaven had 
acted conscientiously in tho matter, for ho 
no doubt supposed that in advocating Mr. 
Williams' causo ho wau giving a hand to a 
political Bupporter. Now, however, that it 



had been ahown that Mr. Williams is on the 
other side, he suggested that Mr. Beaven 
should withdraw the resolution. (Laughter.) 

Hon, Mr. B haven aaid ho had never 
asked Mr. Williams what side of politics he 
ia on, and did not know whether ho is a 
supporter or an opponent of the govern- 
ment. 

The resolution waa lost on division of 9 
to 17. 

THE ATWELL KING & CO. SUIT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie presented a return show- 
ing tho proceedings in court in tho suit of 
Atwell King & Co,, in respeot of which a 
vote ia asked, in the supplementary esti- 
mates, to indemnify the sheriff of Victoria. 

CREDITORS' TRUST DEEDS. 

Tho adjourned debate on tho second read- 
ing of tho creditors' trust deeds bill was re- 
sumed. 

Hon. Mr. Davie explained the difficulty 
whioh became apparent in tho operation of 
the present act, when now land registry 
oilicos were established in different parts of 
the province, and it was found or supposed 
to bo the law that a deed of assignment 
made in Victoria, for instance, hao no effeot 
until registered not only thoro, but also in 
Now Westminster, Vancouvor and Kam- 
loops. Tho result of this was seon in tho 
caso of tho failure of tho bank of 
Green Worlock & Co., which occurred 
lately, when after tho dood of assigu- 
mont was mado in Victoria, and bofore it 
could bo registered in Kamloops many of 
tho smaller creditors registered attachments 
against tho property of tho bank and against 
moneys duo to them. Tho matter will como 
up in the county court in a fow days, when 
decision will be given as to whether or not 
theso attachments take precodenco of the 
deed of assignment. One objectiouablo pro- 
vision which ho noticed in this bill is that it 
is provided that assignments Bhall havo pre- 
codenco over judgments not exocuted, which 
would obviously bo unjust. A man might 
get a judgmont against a dobtor and not 
wishing to prosB him lot it lio over for a 
year or moro, but this bill providos that if at 
any timo the debtor should make au assign- 
ment tho judgment should bo rendered of no 
uso. There are several other imperfecciona 
in ihia bill, as muBt nocessarily bo found in 
any hastily drawn up measure, and for this 
reason ho did not wish any responsibility to 
attach to hiniBolf in connection with the 
measure, though ho would not oppoBO tho 
second reading. 

Bill read a second time. 

AFFAIRS IN THE NORTH. 

Hon. Mr. Davie presented a copy of a 
report of the executivo council approved by 
His Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor on the 
18th of January regarding tho preservation 
of order in tho North. 

GAME ACT. 

The houso went into committee on the 
bill to amend tho gamo act (Mr. Martin), 
with Mr. Rogora in the chair. 

Bill reported complete with umendmenta. 

MUNICIPAL ACT. 

The report from tho committee of the 
wholo on tho municipal act waa again taken 
into consideration, the several amendments 
standing on the notice papor being proposed 
in their order. Tho houso adopted the 
change proposed by Mr. Brown to adopt tho 
municipal voters' declaration to tho now 
lodger franchise in cities ; and Mr. Kitch- 
en's clause giving a householder's qualifica- 
tion in rural municipalities. Mr. Anderson's 
amendment giving authority to define an 
area within which fish, gamo, poultry or 
other articles doomed objectionable shall not 
bo sold, was defeated. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved an amendment 
providing that "no by-law to whioh tho 
assent of tho doctors ia necessary bofore the 
final paesiog thereof Bhall bo valid or of any 
effect unless tho voto pollod in favor thereof 
be that of at least sixty -five per cent, of tho 



number of tho persona who shall voto upon) 
such by-law." Thia waa defeated on divi- ' 
aion, only MoBBra. Beaven, Brown, Booth, 
Kitchen and Adams voting for it. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved to insert tho 
following section : "No by-law for borrow- 
ing money, which is not to bo repayable 
within the then current yoar, or for con- 
tracting a debt or otherwise upon the credit 
of tho corporation of a city municipality to 
meot an expenditure or to inour a liability 
beyond the municipal revenue for the then 
current yoar, Bhall be introduced or passed 
by tho council of tho corporation unlesB (in 
addition to thn other requirements in that 
respec') a petition signed by tho owners of 
tho land, or real property in tho limits of 
tho municipality subjeot to taxation, and 
representing at least ono-half in valuoof tho 
land or real property on tho thon last re- 
vised assessment roll, has first been pre- 
sented to the council requesting that a by- 
law may bo introduced and considered by 
the council, atating definitely its purposo." 
He said that this Beotion has become 
necessary, becauee, aa he claimed, tho 
council has by atriking ouo tho mort- 
gage clause pruotically abolished all prop- • 
erty qualifications for mayor or aldermen, 
whilo tho proporty qualification for voters 
haa also beon abolished. Therefore any by- 
law to borrow monoy ohould originato by 
petition from tho ploperty owners. 

Tho motion was lost, only Messrs. Bea- 
ven and Milne voting for it. 

It being C o'clock tho Speaker left tho 
chair.

Reporlsor Dlllieultii ; Which it is Hoped Aro 
Exoggcratsd. 

WakiiinOTON, April 5 — Ine Co • m:-- 
Bioner of Indian Affairs hn re e ; ved 'ho 
following telegram Irom Opta'n A. E. 
Woodson, acting Indi-n agent at E. K" . 
Oklahoma, regarding the '*cub!o betw 1 
the Cheyenne antl Arrapahoo lutlie' " mid 
tho cattle men : "A courier o-rived with 
u report from Upper Wicbuti stating that 
on tno 1st irst., in un al f ?rcation betw'rn 
tho Indian chief Hill and W. IS. Breeding 
and T. S. Car'er, at Indian camp 
on Panther creek, Chief Hill vi— 
shot twice by Breeding Bnd mortally wound- 
ed. Ho then got his gun and ihot Breeding 
twice, killing him, and fired ano.her shot at 
Carter, breaking his arm. Tbo Indians aro 
all peaceably disposed and wero at the timo 
living on their allotments nud engaged ; n 
farming, but fears aro now entertained that 
this affair will causo them to collect again in 
bands. Troops under command of Oapta'n 
Hunter havo been deppatchod .3 tho Eoone 
of tho troublo. Tho whites aro greatly ex- 
cited and tho newspaper reports of the affair 
aro greatly exaggerated.
